By shedding His blood on Cal- 
vary’s Cross for our redemption Our 
Blessed Lord gave the supreme and 
ultimate expression of His immeas- 
urable love for us. Though the least 
suffering on His part would have an 
infinite value and would therefore 
have secured our redemption, Jesus 
chose to lay down His life for us to

But infinitely more prec- 
ious than the blood of a lamb or a 
heifer is the blood of the Lamb of 
God, Jesus Christ.

oxen,” says St. Paul, “and the ashes 
of a heifer being sprinkled, sanctify 
such as are defiled to the cleansing of 
the flesh, how much more shall the 
blood of Christ who, by the Holy 
Ghost, offered Himself without spot 
to God, cleanse our conscience from 
dead works to serve the living God?” 


“You were not redeemed with cor- 
ruptible things as gold or silver,” 
says St. Peter, “but with the precious 
blood of Christ, as of a lamb un- 
spotted and undefiled.” In pouring 
out His blood on Calvary Jesus paid 
with His life the price of our re- 
demption. 

Precious beyond all price is the 
blood of Jesus. It is not a mere con- 
comitant of the flesh, an inseparable 
accident of the body. The blood it- 
self, as blood, was assumed directly 
by the Second Person of the Blessed 
Trinity and was united hypostatically 
to the Word. 

The blood shed during the Passion 
was therefore reunited to the body 
of Christ at the Resurrection. The 
wounds from which that blood flowed 
were so many mouths pleading elo- 
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quently and effectively for our re- 
demption. : 


Precious is the blood that appeased 
the wrath of God and won us de- 
liverance from the bondage of sin. 
Precious indeed is the blood of the 
Incarnate God, that was-shed but not 
lost, given up by the Lamb but 
gathered, drop by drop, by the 
Heavenly Father. 


Priceless is the blood which freed 
self-made slaves from the penalties 
demanded by the justice of an all- 
holy God. Priceless indeed is the 
blood which washes away our sins 
and restores us to the friendship and 
love of God. 


Precious beyond all calculation is 
that blood, “because the life of the } 
fiesh is in the blood,” says Leviticus, 
“and I have given it to you, that you 
may make atonement with it upon 
the altar of your souls, and the blood 
may be for an expiation of the 
soul.” 

The blood of Christ was not only 
the instrument of our redemption. It 
is also the abiding nourishment of 
our spiritual life. “For my flesh is 
meat indeed,” says Jesus, “and my 
blood is drink indeed. He that eateth 
my flesh, and drinketh my blood, 
abideth in me, and I in him.” — 

Christ gave us this divine food at 
the Last Supper when He changed 
the substance of the water and wine 
into the substance of His flesh and 
blood, “Take ye and eat,” He said. |

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Once there we can see how our 
friends at.the mission are spend- 
ing these summer months. 


The Indians say that when the 
blue bells bloom it is time to put 
out the fish nets, and in reality, as 
soon as the ice goes out of the 
mouth of the Yukon the king 
salmon swim up against the cur- 
rent. To catch these delicious first 
arrivals, which average around 
twenty-five pounds each, the In- 
dians have long used a primitive 
type of gill net. At the mission in 
early June a Jesuit brother and a. 
young scholastic taking a group of 
the older native boys, row some 
eight miles down the river to the 
summer camp. There they live in 
tents during the fishing season. 
Fish wheels and other methods are 
also used to get the large supplies 
of fish to feed some hundred and 
fifty hungry mouths through the 
year. 

There is another all important 
task that challenges the long sum- 
mer days—this is the planting and 
weeding of potatoes and other veg- 
etables. During the short growing 
season after the freeze comes out 
of the ground, the vegetables grow 
very fast indeed, for remember, 
Holy Cross is not too far south of 
the Arctic Circle, and during part 
of the summer the sun does not 
set at all but seems only to dip 
below the horizon and immediately 
reappear. This means that to sleep 
you must wear blinders over your 
eyes. But if the vegetables grow 
fast, the weeds are also plentiful, so 
that each day the Sister gardner 
with a number of the children as- 
sault these unruly growths keeping 
them under control. This is rather 
more fun than work, and the best 
weeder is rewarded with a prize. 


Berry-Gathering Picnic 


Since the winters are bitter and 
long, with temperatures down to 
fifty degrees below zero, fruit 
trees cannot live. Instead there are 
quantities of berries which find 


their way into pies and pudding | 


throughout the year. A _ favorite 
summer day at Holy Cross com- 
bines picnic, boat ride and berry- 
picking expedition all in one. After 
early Mass the Jesuit fathers, broth- 
ers and Sisters of St. Ann, and the 
children, steam up the Yukon in 
the mission boat to a point where 
the bushes are heavy with berries. 
Everyone picks steadily, and at the 
end of the afternoon the large cans 
of potential fruit pies and pudding 
are a cheerful sight to behold. 


The Early Days 


In 1887 when Holy Cross Mission 
began, Alaska had been a possess- 
ion of the United States for only 
twenty years, and life there was 
about as rugged as possible. Rec- 
ords tell us that they raised cats 
to catch mice, and when the cats 
grew old they used their woolly 
fur to make mitten lining for the 
missionaries. They made doll park- 
as from the skin of the mice to send 
to the states. And at that time most 
of the stoves were simply home- 
made ones, starting out in life as 
oil drums. 

They still tell of the original 
Sisters’. log cabin which was made

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of freshly cut trees. The nuns had 
to fill the cracks between the logs 
with a mixture of dry moss an 
clay. But forty below zero weather 
still found its way into the room 
whereupon another precaution was 
taken: newspapers were pasted on 
the inside walls. Meanwhile strange 
noises filled the nights. First, the 
green wood exposed to the heat of 
the stove produced sounds like the 
crack of a rifle at close range. This 
was followed by hushed, feathery, 
delicate disturbances — obviously 
from mice, They scampered over 
the beds at night and ate the glue 
off the newsprint wall paper. Their 
numbers grew and battalions of 
them continued their nightly frol- 
ics. Then after many efforts on the 
part of the Sisters, the army of 
rodents finally changed their place 
or residence and the nuns were left 
in peace. 


Light Hearted Cheerfulness 


But the poverty of the mission 
continues. Even today whole after- 
noons are spent in patching stock- 
ings, dresses and gloves. Whole 
days are devoted to mending the 
native boots called mukluks. But 
with it all. the spirit of light-heart- 
edness is wonderful to see. A vis- 
itor can sense it without trying. 


Pen Pals In The North 


I think it might be very nice in- 
deed for our young contributors 
who are interested in pen pals to 
write to some of the Indian and 
Eskimo children at Holy Cross 
Mission. These children are 25 
miles away from the nearest vil- 
lage and would enjoy hearing 
about city life in the states.

small groups of men who are al- 
ready under confinement. 


The answer, after hundreds of 
tests, comes down to this as stated 
by the report of the office of Na- 
val Research: 


“It is characteristic of these 
confined men to have moved 
from school to school, job to job, 
parent to parent, wife to wife 
and friend to friend, always com- 
plaining.” 

In other words, the Navy has 
discovered these men have handled 
their problems by running away 
from them. Then, after being in 
the service for awhile and finding 
the demands of discipline too 
much, these individuals crack up. 
They either go AWOL or become 
actual mental cases. I might add 
here that an- Army doctor at a 
nearby VA Hospital told me re- 
cently that the great majority of 
servicemen who crack up mental- 
ly would do so anyway, even if 
they had not entered the service. 
They have never learned. to adjust 
themselves to any discipline or re- 
sponsibility. 

Many parents worry themselves 
about whether they are doing 
enough for their children. You 
often hear a father say, “Well, I 
don’t want my boy to go through 
what I had to! I want him to have 
the things I didn’t have.” 


Now it’s quite natural that a 
father, after having worked hard 
all his life, will point with pride 
to his success in providing a liv- 
ing for his family. But there is 
a danger that the same father will 
want to deliberately remove cer- 
tain obstacles from, say his son’s 
life, which were the very hurdles 
which made a success out of him 
(the father). 


We hear a great deal about 
what young people “want.” But 
wise parents will be quick to 
distinguish between what their 
youngsters “want” and what they 
“need.” 


There is a difference, you know. 
An infant may want to play with a 
butcher knife but does he need it? 
Or a teen-aged youth may want 
the family car every night in the 
week, but does he need it? Or it 
may be that even the parents want 
the children to have certain things, 
but do the children need these 
things. 

Even community-wise the young 
people, for instance, will express 
their want for a modern recreation 
center “run by youth and for 
youth” (paid for by adults) but 
do they need it? 

The Navy report quoted above 
seems to indicate that a great 
many of our young people are 
being brought up on the idea 
that what they want is what 
they should get. They feel free 
to change schools, jobs, friends 
and even parents (running away 
from home) at will. . 

This may take care of things 
for the moment. It may bring about 
temporary peace. But it has the 
general effect of suggesting to the 
youthful individual that it is al- 
ways possible to dodge responsi- 
bility or unpleasant living condi- 
tions. 

This is a fallacy. Sooner or later 
the youngster finds out that he 
can’t change. He finds himself 

hemmed in on all sides by fixed 
circumstances which leave no way 


out. This is the cracking point.

Still again, respect dwindles 
when one perceives that a fashion- 
er of fiction is without discernible 
magnanimity or compassion, that 
he is a connoisseur of the crabbed 
and the crippled to the exclusion 
of all else. A microscopic account 
of faults and perversities is no 
more than what a camera might 
record. To give such a picture di- 
mension and significance there is’ 
need of the understanding, as well 
as the sympathy, which reads the 
human predicament in depth and 
context. 

On taking up a story by Mr. 
Plunkett, one is absolutely certain 
that it is going to turn out dis- 
rincipals. No one 
can win. If a character supposes 
that there is a way out for him, 
he is going to be abrasively dis- 
abused of that illusion. Sometimes 
one imagines he hears the author’s 
ghostly chuckling as he watches the 
poor fool writhe, then perish, in 
the literary trap. 

One story, “Janey Mary,” though 
grin. throughout, does have a touch 
of meaning at the close, a flash of 
spiritual vision. But the rest grind 
on to the blackest of conclusions. 

“The Half-Crown” conveys the 
bitterness of a youth unable to 
get a job, hopelessly tied in child- 
ish dependence to a pompous fath- 
er and a sentimental mother, with- 
out the-emeans of going on an ex- 
pedition with a girl he thinks is 
attracted to him. The ending here 
contains a hint that the young man 
is not entirely self-centered, but 
the hint is but the faintest of 
sparks. 

“The Eagles. and the Trumpets” 
is a telling, if over-long, account 
of the blundering § mischances 
which wreck two frustrated lives 
promisingly reaching out to each 
other. That this kind of thing fre- 
quently happens, no knowledgeable 
person will deny. But the artist 
must do something to transform it. 

Ireland, as here portrayed, is 
far more desolate and hopeless 
than the Russia depicted by the 
great masters with whom, obvious- 
ly, Mr. Plunkett is not unacquaint- 
ed. For they at least got into their 
novels and stories a humanity lack- 
ing here. Also, if Catholicism 
means ‘as little to the Irish as it 
does to the characters met in Mr. 
Plunkett’s pages, we can scarcely 
count Ireland an authentically 
Catholic nation. 


Lively And Thoughtful 


| ee of the late tenth 
and early eleventh centuries is the 
setting of Theodora McCormick’s 
galloping romance, The Emerald 


|Crown (Funk and Wagnalls. $3.75). 


This, doubtless, is just the book 
for your summer’s day. 

Not that it is mere pastime read- 
ing. The author has evidently done 
research on the period. She is a 
practised story-teller. Her charac- 
ters have respectable substance. 
And occasionally there is a re- 
minder of Sigrid Undset’s way with 
a tale of ancient days. 
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igh kingship. 

Here is a fluently coursing nar- 
rative of times which were rough 
and of people who were earthy. 
Both these qualities it touches on. 
But Catholicism, if not always per- 
fectly understood, is a constant 
and luminous presence in the 
story. 

There are few historical novels 
at once as lively and as thoughtful 
as this latest from Miss McCormick. 


To Boo Or Bawl? | 


D, you remember when Eli- 
nor Glyn’s novels were considered 
the ultimate in daring sophistica- 
tion and their author was regarded 
as the personification of glittering 
worldliness? That would be quite 
a few years ago. The books now 
seem pretentiously silly, the author 
a pathetic poseur. 

This is unintentionally clear in 
Anthony Glyn’s uncritical and ad- 
ulatory biography Elinor Glyn 
(Doubleday. $4.50), which causes 
one to alternate between exaspera- 
tion and laughter.

“to reflect that spirit of the home 
of Nazareth.” 

The lack of religious voca- 
tions in our times was attribut- 
ed by the Boston prelate to the 
decline, not to say the death, 
of the sense of vocation. He said 
it was not due to the lack of 
inspiration on the part of par- 
ents, nor the lack of leadership 
on the part of teachers, nor the 
lack of seriousness on the part 
of young people. 

This loss of a sense of vocations 
is characteristic to all parts of our 
civilization; he pointed out. 

“Among the most respectable 
people,” he told the Serra dele- 
gates, “the cynical question has be- 
come almost universal, ‘what’s his 
racket? What racket is she in?’ 
This is not mere sophisticated 
talk or cheap slang: It reflects a 
widespread feeling that we work 
only to live; that there is no point 
in work itself except what you get 
out of it, in the way of financial 
returns, prestige, satisfaction or 
access ot power. We should live to 
work—to fulfill our vocations in 
life whatever they may be. But 
we do not.” 

Once the child has been taught 
to ask himself ‘the “why” of his 
life, he will be better oriented to 
a sense of vocation and can then 
be better able to choose a career, 
the Boston prelate said. 


“IF WE CAN cause by word and 
example a restoration of the sense 
of vocation, then we will have hap- 
pier and better spouses, more and 
abler public officials, professional 
people and workers—and together 
with these, new armies of young 
men and women eager to find their 
vocation in the religious service 
—— and the glorification of

Bishop John J. Wright of Wor- 
cester told the delegates that 
“although many of the activities 
formerly centered in the home 
have now been moved outside 
and taken over by other groups, 
family life, the family unity, and 
family spirit are all as intact in 
our day as at almost any period 
in history.” 

The Worcester prelate said the 
“family that bony together” not 
only “stays together as in. Father 
Peyton's well-known slogan” but 
also “provides the Church with her 
finest and most abundant source 
of vocations.” 

Father Frank E. Gartland, CS. 
C., national director of the Knights 
of the Altar and editor of “The 
Catholic Boy,” said that vocations 
are a supernatural mystery. “It 
is not for us to nominate or induce 
vocations. Our role is to refine 
God's raw material.” 

He then recommended there 


should be less emphasis on “pic- 
nics, outings, and pretty words” 
and more emphasis on “example, 
inspiration, encouragement — all 
born of grace and love.”

Thousands of cases are ready, 
waiting only on us for the assur- 
ances. We must not abandon those 
who could come to our country. 
We must fulfill our promise and 
bring the refugee problem to a 
happy conclusion.” 

The 1953 Refugee Relief Act, 
which permits 214,000 refugees to 
enter: this country up to Decem- 
ber 31, 1956, has been slow in 
starting, but now is beginning to 
pick up speed. Up to the present 
time some 25,000 refugees, escap- 
ees and fugitives from Commun- 
ism have been admitted under the 
law. 

Pierce J. Gerety, the new 
deputy administrator of the refu- 
gee program, has announced 
that chartered refugee ships will 
make a series of ten trips before 
the end of 1955, bringing refu- 
gees to the United States. The 
first ship, the General W. C. 
Langfitt, a Navy transport, is 
scheduled to dock in New York 
on July 12 with some _ 1,200 
refugees from Germany and 
Austria. The ships have been 
chartered for the refugee run 
by the Intergovernmental Com- 
mittee for European Migration 

(ICEM). Up until now, the refu- 
gees admitted to this country 
under the law have come in by 
plane or on regularly-scheduled 
ocean vessels. 

Mr. Gerety said that up to the 
present time more than 35,000 
visas have been issued to refugees 
and that more than 131,000 per- 


sons are listed in the “pipeline”’— | 
the cumulative total of all who' 
have been asked to submit docu-| 


cases, 

The Monsignor told the dio- 
cesan directors that there are 
thousands of dossiers on file at 
CRS—N.C.W.C. headquarters in 
New York of excellent refugee ap- 
plicants who are qualified to come 
to the United States, but who lack 
an individual sponsor.

Lone Legislator

To Review Movies 


_ Toledo—(NC)—The lone man in 
the Ohio Senate who blocked the 
passage of a movie censorship bill

expressed disappointment that the 
measure was killed by a committee 
chairman’s tactics. 


The House of Representatives 
had approved a bill for the exami- 
ation and licensing of movies in 
hio, by an overwhelming 105-10 
vote. 


It then went to the Senate Edu-| 


cation Committee where the chair- 
man, Charles A. Mosher, abruptly 
adjourned the final session of the 
committee while its members ex- 
pressed a desire to vote on the 
measure. 


BISHOP REHRING said: “Tf all 
the legislators ‘would act like Mr. 
Mosher, the people of the State of 
Ohio would be deprived of their 
civil rights and political rights 
just as much as the people of Red 
China and Soviet-dominated coun- 
tries are deprived of their rights.” 


The Toledo bishop added: 


“The supporters of censorship 
were merely asking that a beard 
of qualified citizens be appointed 
to study films before their pub- 
lic exhibition according to norms 
approved by qualified persons. 


“It would certainly seem that 
there would be no infringements 
upon the rights of the citizenry 
under those provisions and re- 
strictions. Such boards actually 
exist for other matters which are 
of interest and concern to all the 
people...”

Public Schools 
To Get Total Aid 
In Building Bill 


Washington — (NC) — A House 
education and labor subcommittee 
has approved a bill which would 
set $400 million in federal funds 
to work aiding in schoo] construc- 
tion each year for four years. 

The legislation, which provides 
that the funds shall be used ex- 
clusively for public schools, was 
introduced as a new bill by sub- 
committee chairman Augustine B. 
Kelley of Pennsylvania after the 
subcommittee reached a compro- 
mise on the school aid question. 

Under the new measure—now in 


the form of a clean bill for con-| 


sideration by the full education and 
labor committee—a state would be 
eligible for an outright grant on a 
50-50 dollar-matching . basis, with 
the state’s share determined by its 
total school-age population. 

Both the National Council of 
Catholic Women and the Nation- 
al Council of ‘Catholic Men have 
already indicated misgivings 
about the type of legislation re- 
ported out by the subcommittee. 
In an NCCW letter sent to every 
member of the Senate last Feb- 
ruary, and signed by Mrs. August 
Desch, NCCW president, the Wo- 
men’s federation noted that 
pending school aid legislation 
“would allocate funds to. the 
states on the basis of their to- 
tal school-age population.” 

“This would mean,” the NCCW 
said. “that non-public school chil- 
dren would be ‘counted in’ for the 
purpose of giving federal money 
to the states but would be ‘counted 
out’ by the states when they spent 
the funds for public schools ex- 
clusively. Mrs. Desch noted that 
many states, such as Rhode Island, 
New York and California, have 
large proportions of children in 
non-public schools, and suggested 
that there must be some way “fair- 
er to children and taxpayers alike” 
to distribute the federal funds. 

The National Council of Cath- 
olic Men, in a later letter sent 
by Martin H. Work, its execu- 
tive director, to chairman Lister 
Hill of the Senate Committee on 
Labor and Public Welfare, ex- 
pressed concern as to whether 
the ponteng noe’ aid legislation 
would “authorize grants-in-aid of 
federal funds for non-public 
school construction under sub- 
stantially the same conditions as 
are to be required of public 
schools,” 

The measure reported out by 


the Kelley subcommittee in the 


house makes no provision for aid to 


non-public schools, and takes no

The apostolic process is an im- 
portant step forward in the be- 
atification cause, It constitutes 
the second stage in the compli- 
cated procedures and formalities 
that are required in order to es- 
tablish beyond human doubt the 
sanctity of a deceased person and 
thus prepare the way for his 
beatification. 

The first step was the so-called 
informative process which was 
carried out, in accordance with the 
rules, by the bishop of the place 
in which the servant of God died 
Pius IX died February 7, 1878, in 
the Vatican and, consequently, 
these first procedures were handled 
by the vicariate of Vatican City 
State.

New Reports Say 
Chinese Prelate 


Is Still Alive 


Rome—(NC)—A _ Chinese arch- 
bishop who was reported to have 
died in a Communist prison three 
years ago is actually alive, ac- 
cording to Fides, Catholic Mission 
News Agency here. 

It recalled that Archbishop Ig- 
natius P’I Shuh Shih of Mukden 
was reported in May, 1952, to have 


succumbed after having been held) 


incommunicado on unknown charg- 
es since October, 1951. 

However, Fides said some doubts 
had been expressed about the 
truth of this report, and it has 
now been learned that the arch- 
bishop is still alive. 

THE AGENCY said a new re- 
port from Mukden stated that 
Archbishop P’I was condemned to 
Six years’ imprisonment, but was 


‘released after having served three 


; 


years of the sentence. 
It said the Communists did not 
grant the archbishop full free- 
dom, but ordered that he spend 
the remaining period of his sen- 
tence, under house arrest. 
He is now in a hospital, the 
Fides report added, having been 
taken ill almost as soon as he 
arrived back at his residence. 
The report from Mukden dis- 
closed that five priests there have 
been in prison for the past three 
years. It said, however, that seven 
or eight other priests are carry- 
ing On an active ministry, being 
at full liberty to offer Mass and to 
preach. 

According to the report, the 
Ae majority of the Catholics in 

ukden have remained faithful 
to the Church despite efforts to 
gain their support for the so-called 
independent Chinese church. 
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wives, parents and children 
have succeeded in coming south. 


Actually the Vietminh only of- 
fered to agree to an extension on 
conditions which included the free 
circulation of commercial and “cul- 
tural” missions between the two 


zones. The Vietminh have been 
trying to promote this for months.

The government of Vietnam de- 
clares that there is no justification 
for linking the treaty-guaranteed 
rights of refugees to this demand. 
The government says the extension 
is due because of past Vietminh 
obstructions and is asking for an 
improvement in the procedure for 
departing refugees. 

Even if the extension is real- 
ly given, sources close to the 
international commission say 
that Vietminh control and in- 
timidation are now so strong that 
few could depart. Communist 
newspapers in Hanoi are openly 
reporting “trials” of persons ac- 
cused of spreading propaganda 
or of forcing people to go South. 
That could mean anybody who 
has talked to his neighbor about 
departing.

Middle Class Families 
Furnish Most Vocations

Fribourg, Switzerland —(NC)— 
Most vocations for the priesthood 
and the religious life come from 
moderately well-to-do, middle-class 
families which have at least five 
or six children. This was discov- 
ered in a comprehensive survey 
undertaken by Jakob Crottogini 
under the sponsorship of the Peda- 
gogical Institute of the Catholic 
University of Fribourg, and with 
the cooperation of 17 seminary 
rectors and superiors of religious 
orders. 


The complete findings will be 
published shortly in a book en- 
titled, “Wesen and Krise des Priest- 
erberufs,” (The Nature and Crisis 
of the Priestly Vocation), by the 
firm of Benziger in Einsiedeln. 


THE RESULTS of the inquiry 
may be summed up as follows: 


1. Vocations for the priesthood 
and religious life are no longer 
coming principally from the coun- 
try. They are now more numerous 
from middle-class families whose 
providers are engaged in industry 
and trades of various kinds. Voca- 
tions from families engaged in 
business, education and the civil 
service have notably decreased in 
recent years. 

2. Only very few of the priests 
and candidates for the priesthood 
answering the survey question- 
naire came from wealthy families.

Most of the mothers and fa- 
thers of those answering the 
questionnaire were deeply re- 
ligious, and were subscribing to 
Catholic publications only.

Holy Father Asks 


Thanks to the priory, Cheve- 
togne receives visitors from all 
arts of the world. Soon teachers 
rom Belgium’s seminaries will 
gather here for its celebrated 
summer courses on the liturgy and 


theology of the Eastern Churches. 


The priory owes its existence 
to the initiative of the late Car- 
dinal Mercier. In early 
1920’s the Cardinal organized 
private meetings, called the 
“Conversations of Machlin,” at 
which the problem of Christian 
unity was discussed with non- 
Catholics, especially with mem- 
bers of the Church of England 
headed by Lord Halifax, who 
later became British Foreign 
Minister. Among the Catholics 
prominent at the meetings was 
Father Lambert Beauduin, 0.S. 


When Pope Pius XI asked the 
Benedictines in March, 1924, to 
assign monks to study ways of 
bringing separated Christians, par- 
ticularly the Russian Orthodox, 
back into the church, Father Beau- 
duin asked his superiors to let 
him set up a monastery on East- 
ern patterns at Amay, a town near 
Liege, Belgium. 

The monastery was founded in 
1926 as a priory “Sui Juris.” That 
means it is not subject to any of 
the Benedictine congregations. It 
depends exclusively on the Sacred 
Congregation for the Oriental 
Church. 

Soon after its foundation the 
Amay premises proved to be too 
small for the steadily growing 
community. A new headquarters 
was planned in Tancremont, near 
a pilgrimage center, but the Bel- 
gian defense ministry opposed 
the plans since the site was also 
near important fortifications.

Private Schools 
In Aid Program 
WouldRaiseHumps 


Washington—(NC) — A report 
on education made by the high 
powered commission on intergov- 
ernmental relations said the in- 


clusion of nonpublic schools in any 
program of federal aid to educa- 
tion “would raise difficult legal 
questions and policy issues.’ , 


THOUGH NOTING that 12 per 
cent of the school children in the 
United States are educated in non- 
public schools, the commission 
made no further reference to such 
schools and did not indicate what 
“difficult legal questions” would 
be raised. 


The commission stated that it 
did not recommend a general pro- 
gram of federal financial assistance 
to elementary and secondary edu- 
cation, “believing the states have 
the capacity to meet their educa- 
tional requirements,” 


The commission recommended 
the reduction and elimination of 
federal cash grants for school 
lunch programs “after a reason- 
able period of time.” Many 
children in Catholic schools are 
benefiting from the school lunch 
program. 


Asked about that part of the re- 
ort that said states are able to 
nance their own education needs, 
President Dwight Eisenhower re- 
plied he doubted that was true in 
detail. He said the school short- 
age is so serious the government 
should take definite and positive 
leadership, without relieving the 
states and local communities of 
their responsibility.
